CLEVELAND’S MAJORITY RUNS UP 
OVER 190,000. 


Worrison Re-Elected in Illinois—The Pennsylvania 
and Illincis Senatorships—Closer Work than 
Expected on Mahone—Echoes of the Bal- 
lot Heard in General—Etc., Etc.

Ricumonp, Va., November 9.—The demo- 
crats in this state still hope that full returns 
from the outlying counties will give them 
the state at large, and elect Massey for con- 
gress, but the chances are against it. It is 
charged that the grossest frauds have been 
perpetrated by the Malonites, and Hubbell’s 
money used without stint in all sections of 
the state. It is pretty certain that the demo- 
cratic congress will unseat many of the coali- 
tionists who receive certificates of election. 
The next delegation in the housein this state 
will stand, five democrats and five coalition- 


This is conceding the democrats Garri- 
son in the first district, which is still in 
dispute. Wise and Paul will stand an excel- 
lent chance of being ousted. 

Ricumonp, Va., November 9.—Nothing 
more definite has been received as to the elec- 
tion in Virginia than was embodied in yes- 
terday's dispatches from here. It is impossi- 
ble to hear trem@&he remote counties in the 
firstand ninth districts. Large democratic 
gains are reported inthe latter, but not 
enough to elect Fulkerson over Bowen,(coali- 
tionist). The first district is very close and 
full returns will have to be received before 
the election is decided between Garrison 
(democrat) and Mayo (coalitionist). In the 
seventh district the official figures will be 
required to decide between O’Ferrell (demo- 
crat)and Paul (coalitionist). If Paul is re- 
turned O'Ferrell will contest his election on 
the ground of fraud, of which he claims to 
have ample evidence. Abbey, (coalitionist) 
in the second district is elected by nearly 
3,000 majority. George D. Wise’s  ma- 
jority, in the third district is 2,800. 

ooper, (coalitionist) in the — fourth 
district is elected by 9,000. Tucker, (dem) in 
the 6th district, has an estimated majority of 
»? 600, Barbour, (dem,) in the 8th district. has 
over 5,000 majority. The democrats are still 
hopeful of the election of Massey, as con- 
gressman at large, and are sanguine of having 
six other congressmen, while the coalition- 
ists claim that John S. Wise is elected by 
from five to 10,000 majority, and that they 
have secured four district congressmen.

So sanguine are the dem- 
ocra(s that bets are being made on Massey, 
democrat, for congressman-at-large. The re 
adjusters who, yesterday and the day before, 
estimated Wise’s majority at between 15,000 
and 20,000, think now it will be much less, 
probably 5,000. The democrats are highly 
elated at the encouraging reports coming in. 
In some adjoining countics a very light vote 
was polled. It is stated that in Tazewell 
county, in this state, not more than half the 
vote was cast. 

LynensurG, Va., November 9.—Full re- 
turns from all the counties in: the sixth dis- 
trict, «xcept Buckingham, give Tucker, dem- 
ocrat, 2,990 majority. Buckingham will re- 
duce these figures about 600 at the outside, 
leaving clear the democratic majority 2,390 
Massey, democrat, for congressman at large, 
runs slightly behind Tucker. 

FREDERICKSBURG, Va., November ‘).—Re- 
ports from eight counties of the first Virginia 
district, give Garrison, democrat, 1,071 major- 
itv, with two’ democratic counties to hear 
from. The six counties not heard from gave, 
last last, 980 readjuster majority. The district 
will be very close and isstill in doubt.

lature on joint ballot is now in doubt with 
the doubt in favor of the republicans. The 
democrats are certainly electedin the other 
five districts. No disturbances or trouble oc- 
curred in any part of the state. 

The latest returns from the state indicate 
the election of the republican 
State ticket by from 10,000 to 12,000 majority. 
Cook county is very evenly divided between 
the republicans and the democrats. Party 
lines are almost wholly ignored outside of the 
active politicians, and the candidates were 
chosen entirely on their personal popularity. 
The highest democratic plurality is 2,852, 
and the highest republican plurality is 4,163, 
indicating an independent vote of over 7,000. 
The last returns on congressmen indicate the 
election of Cullen and Lhomas, republicans, 
in the &th and 20th districts, and Worthing- 
ton, democrat, in the 10th. ‘The delegation 
would then &tand 11 republicans and 9 demo- 
crats. The state legislature is very close on 
joint ballot, and it is impossible to say which 
party will have the majority 
when the returns are all in.

A- Congressional Cemmittee Under a Business Mana- 
ger—The Work of the Committec. 

CincINNATI, November 9.—The congres- 
sional committee appointed to inspect and 
report upon the condition and needs of the 
Mississippi river from Cairo to New Orleans, 
left this city this morning at half-past nine, 
on the steamer Guiding Star. The commit- 
tee is composed of Mr. Burrows of Michigan, 
chairman; Messrs. Robinson of Massachusetts, 
Hazelton of Wisconsin, Hiscock of New York, 
Ellis of Louisiana, Holman of Indiana, Car- 
lisle of Kentucky, and Butterworth of Ohio, 
Some of them are accompanied by their 
families. Assistant Sargeant-at-Arms ‘Thomas 
Kavanaugh goes along-as business manager 
of the committee. Mayor Means and quite a 
number of leading citizens went wi.h the 
party this morning as far as Aurora, Ind. 

A letter addressed by Chairman Burrews, 
to the members of the select committee of 
the house on expenditures forthe improve- 
ment of the Mississippl river outlines the 
purposed work® of that committee as fol- 
ows: To enquire first intothe work now in 
progress for the improvements of the Missis- 
sippi river below Cairo, and the methods em- 
ployed in making such improvements, and 
entera contract touching the source and 
the] application sof the appropriations 
made by congress’ for that pur- 
pose. Second, into all matters pertaining 
to and the feasibility of the outlet system for 
the improvement of the Mississippi river. 
third, into the improvements made at the 
mouth of the Mississippi river by the system 
of jetties, and the extent to which the same 
have facilitated the navigation of the river 
to the gulf, oe pereanency and the meth- 
od now employed in the improvement there- 
of, and into all matters touching said im- 
provements and -methods, and the effects 
tuereof, and the contracts touching the same. 
The following sub committees haye been 
—— to consider these topics 
above specified: §Fer first—Bunews, of 
Michigan, Hiscock of New York, and Car- 
lisle of Kentucky. For the second, Butter- 
worth of Ohio, Hazelton of Wisconsin, and 
Holman of Indiana. For the third, Robinson 
of Massachusetts, Thomas of Illinois, and 
Ellis of Louisiana. The committee will not 
be accompanied by any member of the Miss- 
issippi river commission, but will be assisted 
in their investigation by N. H. Hutton, en- 
gineer of the Baltimore harbor board, who 
accompanies them as -an advisory engineer. 
The object of the commission is to determine, 
by a local inspection and minute personal in- 
quiry, what means of improving the river are 
most €conomical and effective. 


STAR ROUTE BRIBERS. 


Professional Amenities in a District of Columbia Court

WasHINGTON, November 9.—The case of 
Fall, the lawyer impeached in the star route 
jury bribery, came up to-day and Fall’s coun- 
sel waived examination. He was placed un- 
der four thousand dollar bond to wait the ac- 
tion of the grand jury. In the course of the 
proceedings in court, A. B. Williams, of 
counsel for Fall, twice called Governor Wells 
f prosecuting attorney, a liar. Judge Snell 
fined Williams twenty dollars. 

Attorney-General Brewster has written to 
the district commissioner asking for the ree 
moval of Detective George O. Miller, on the 
yround that he tetrayed the interests of the 
yovernment in the star route cases.

GLADSTONE’S POLICY. | 


HOME RULE DECLARED TO BE A 
DEBATEABLE QUESTION. 


The Speeches at the Lord Mayor’s Dinner—Hope for 
the Irish Agitstion— fhe Situation in France— 
Declaration of the Ministry— The Cuban 
Refugees in Spain, +-nd Other News. 


Lonpox, November 9.—Lord Granville, Lord 
Telborn 2, the earl of Northbrook; the ear! of 
Mimberly, Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Childers, secre- 
tary of state for war, and Mr. Fawcett, post- 
master general, were among those present at 
the banquet given to-night to the new lord 
mayor. Mr. Childers, returning thanks for 
the toast to the army, compared the capture 
of Tel el Kebir with the taking of Quebec by 
the British. He pointed out that England 
had not waged war with unvarying success, 
and said that perhaps the most conspicu- 
ous dssaster she ever met with had 
been in the war with her American 
subjects. Mr. Gladstone, replying to the toast 
to her majesty’s ministers, said that when he 
spoke atthe late lord mayor’s banquet in 
1881, the question then was whether the fab- 
ric of society in Ireland was to remain on its 
ancient foundation, or be broken up. The 
government had not scrupled to use the pow- 
ers entrusted to them with vigor and deter- 
mination. At the same time they relied 
more confidently on measures of justice. He 
could now, he said, record his conviction that 
the new tone ok sentiment was dawning 
among the Irish to seek the amelioration of 
lasy by peaceful efforts. He ventured to say 
that the foundations of society in Ireland 
were now in but little danger. The monthly 
return of Agrarian outrages was now one 
bundred and eleven as compared 
with five hundred and eleven  com- 
mitted in October, 1881. There 
might be in Ireland extravagant ge and 
desires that could never be fulfilled, but if 
the Irish be content to walk inthe ways of 
legality the empire was strong and free 
enough to entertain in a friendly and kind'y 
spiritany demand that might be made for 
free discussion and perfect publicity in mat- 
ters relating to itsIrish policy. British in- 
stitutions would have strength enough, he 
was firmly convinced, to effect the settlement 
ofevery political controversy by bringing it 
toa completely satisfactory, or at least fair 
and tolerabie issue. Mr. Gladstone highly 
yraised the conduct of the British force in the 
Exvetion campaign, which he believed would 
be memorable in history. The government, 
he said, must not be too confident in the 
future. The vast extent of empire exposed 
thera to ever recurripe anxiety, Yet he 
cherished the hope that England would ever 
be able to prove her power in as 
sociation with liberty. Lord Granville 
declined to enter into details in regard 
tothe government's Egyptian policy. Lord 
Dufferin, he said, had not gone to Egypt to es- 
tablish any undue or illegitimate intluence 
there, but to co-operate with Sir Edward Ma- 
let, whose legal state ie and great ability 
were invaluable for the maintenance of peace, 
order and good government in Egyp: in fu- 
ture. 

IN THE COMMONS, 

Lonpon, November 9.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone, re- 
plying to a question by Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff, conservative, said the object of Lord 
Dufferin’s mission to Egypt is to conduct the 
necessary negotiations with the Egyptian 
rovyernment.

The Werk and Way@ of Washingteu Officiale—The 
Questiecn of Prohibition. 

WASHINGTON, November 7.—The cases of 
the United States against Murray Stanley, 
Michael Ryan, Samuel! Nichols, R. G. Harris, 
S. D. Singleton and James Hamilton were 
called in the supreme court. These cases are 
criminal proceedings for violations of the civil 
rights act of 1875. The cases of Stanley and 
Nichols present indictments for refusing to 
admit colored persons into inns; 
that of {yan is an information 
for refusing to admit a- eolored 
person to the parquet of a theater; that of 
Hamilton, an indictment for excluding 
a colored person from the first-class cars of a 
railroad train; and that of Harris and others, 
an indictment for denying to colored persons 

rotection from violence while under arrest. 

he information was dismissed below; the 
other records present certificates of division. 
All the cases involve the constitutionality of 
the act of March 1, 1876, generally known as 
the civil rights act. Solicitor-General Phil- 
lips submitted the cases with a printed argu- 
ment for the United States, and no counsel 
appeared for the defendants. The judges, 
however, will review the whole subject. 

THE QUESTION OF PROHIBITION. 

WASHINGTON, November 9.—There is no 
public voting in the District of Columbia at 
all. The temperance people are, however, 
going to try to induce congress to confer at 
least one balloton the citizens here. They 
will make a big break upon the next session 
to have the right to vote upon the question of 
prohibition conferred by districts. They 
claim that if they can but get the ballet they 
will show conclusively by the votes they 
count on that the District of Columbia is a 
prohibition community.

PRISONERS LOOSE. 


A JAIL DELIVERY AT THE CITY 
STOCK ADE, 


Eleven out of Sixty Prisomers Make Their Escape— 
How it was Found Out—The Prisoners Work— 
How the Escape was Made—In Hot Pur. 
suit of the Escaped Men, Etc. 


About ten o’clock last night, sixty prisoners 
confined in the stockade made a bold stroke 
for liberty and to-day thecity chaingang con- 
tains eleven persons less than it did this time 
yesterday. When the hour for discontinuing 


work arrived yesterday evening the prisoners,.— 


who were working at the rock-crusher as ‘well 
as those who were digging rock from’ the 
quarry, were taken back to the stockade And 
turned intothe yard where they remained 
until their evening meal was served, 

After supper which was eaten 

about dark the guard = in charge 
of the stockade, in the absence of Mr. Emmel, 
the superintendent of the city chain-gang, 

placed the prisoners in their cells and secure- 

ly locked each cell door and then barred the 

large door leading to the corridor. There 

were eight cells, in which the prisoners, 

nearly sixty in number, were placed. Many 

of the prisoners were heavily ironed and 

these irons gave the guard every reaso. ‘to 

believe his prisoners secure from escape and 

only two watchmen were on duty. 

WITH A CHISEL. 

About ten o'clock Mathews, the guard in 
charge of the stockade,, heard a great dis 
turbance in the rear of the office, and looking 
towards the cells saw a general rush by the 
prisoners for the yard around the rear wing of 
the building. In afew seconds he saw that the 
prisoners upon whom he had put shackles 
were free from the chains, and from the yell 
and cries he quickly ascertained that thev in 
tended to break through the enclosure and 
gain their liberty. On one side of the wall 
were sixty men, ail crying for their liberty, 
while on the other side were two armed 
men to resist them. Thinking 
himself powerless to restrain the mob, the 
guard induced Taylor, a Broad street bar- 
keeper, who is serving a sentence, and who 
was in another part of the building, to come 
to town for aid. Taylor finally con- 
sented to make the trip, and 
with all possible speed he ran 
the two milesand a half which. intervenes 
between the station house and the stockade, 
where he made known the battle for liberty 
by the prisoners that was in progress at the 
stockade. 

While Taylor was enroute to the station 
house the prisoners were defying and 
cursing the guards at the top of their voice. 
The building, which forms one side of the 
enclosure, isabove the ground, and the space 
between the floor and the ground is closed up 
by planks which were driven into the 
ground and nailed to the house. 
Knowing just how the building 
was constructed the prisoners turned their 
attention tothe planks which were used to 
close up the space between the ground and 
the floor and by digging and pulling removeec 
several of the planks; then crawling under 
the house they broke through the opposite 
side and one by one began to escape. 

AN EFFORT TO STOP THEM 

At the station when Taylor reached it was 
Captain Couch, who, with Officers Phillips 
and Hildebrand, quickly went to the gnmi af 
the stockade guard. When they »€ached the 
stockade an even Pha of the prisoners 
had = secured their liberty, but a 
further escape was prevented by 
Captain Couch placing a man at the opening 
under the house, with instructions to shoot 
the first man who came out. This order was 
heard by the prisoners and no further effort 
td escape was made. 

The night was dark; and pursuit was deemed 
useless, but by accident one of the escaped 
prisoners was recaptured and returned to his 
cell. 

As soon as Captain Couch reached the 
prisoners he made the guard open the 
door leading into the yard where the prison- 
ers were, and entered. As the door swung 
back, the prisoners made a general rush, but 
the captain thrust his pistol in the face of the 
foremost man, and stopped the crowd. 
He then entered the yard, and 
in a short time subjugated 
the crowd, and led them back to their cells, 
where their irons were mended, ard where 
they are now securely locked up. 

An investigation of the case developed the 
fact that the prisoners, by some nieans yet un- 
known, secured a chisel and hammer with 
which they cut thechain that bound their feet 
together, when, by the means ofakey, they 
unlocked their cel] doors and passed cut into 
the corridor from which they escaped into 
the yard. So far the investigation fails to 
show where the prisoners secured the 
key or the hammer and chisel. The names 
of those who escaped are Henry Willis, Fred 
Mathews, Bright Swain, Wili Taylor, Willis 
Evans, West Martin and Miles Redding, all 
negroes. They were each serving sentences 
ranging from ten to 4“) days for violations of 
the city laws. Four white tramps also made 
their escape, bnt as they were un- 
known in the city and as the 
stockade books were locked up and could not 
be gotten at last night their names are not 
known. Only the timely arrival of Captain 
Couch and his aids prevented the eseape of 
the entire lot of prisoners. The matter is now 
being thoroug hly investigated.

Death of the Original Slave Deliverer 

New York, November. 9.—Francis George 
Shaw died at West New Brighton, Staten 
Island, last night. He was one of the earliest 
and most prominent contributors to and ar- 
dent workers in the ‘underground railroad.’’ 
by which slaves were forwarded from the 
south into Canada. He was the father of 
Colonel Shaw, who commanded the first regi- 
ment of colored United States troops, and 
who was killed at the head of his regiment at 
Hilton Head.

DR. CARY’S CARP. 


AND OTHER MATTERS OF INTER- 
EST TO GEORGIA, 


Upson County Officers Elected—Potatoes in Plenty in 
Milledgeville—The Barnesville City Marshall 
Shot—Rising Values in Gilmer—The 
Force at Work at Phillip’s Camp. 


Special to The Constitution. 

LAGRANGE, November 7.—Meeting Dr. Cary 
on the streets yesterday I told him I would 
like to ‘ake a peep at the ponds where he was 
watching the developments of carp growing, 
and he replied that he would take pleasure in 
showing me what he was doing in that line. 
Just below his elegant residence in the 
suburbs of LaGrange, in 2 basin made by the 
sloping hills around, and fed by a little branch 
whose fountain head is only a few hundred 


po ards distant, the smooth surface of the water 


covers an area of nearly two acres. The ponds 
are arranged in a series, four in number, so 
arranged as communication from one to an- 


other can be opened and closed at intervals, 
for reasons which will be given. When we 
reached the upper pond, we stopped where the 
protile of a poplar was projected Like a painting 
upon the water, and the doctor, flingingsome 
bread crumbs upon the water, remarked that 
as there had been sharp frost this morning, 
he didn’t know. whether the large fish would 
come to the surface. ‘‘They are very sensi- 
tive about cold,” said he, ‘‘and at a certain 
temperature will bury themselves in the 
mud.” : 

The crumbs had no sooner fallen than a per- 
fect host of small fish, varying in size from 
two to eight inches, came darting along just 
beneath the surface, striking and tugging at 
the fragments. As the pieces of bread tloated 
further out from the banks an occasionai 
splash would direct the attention to the head 
of a larger carp as he seized a bread crust and 
quickly dart out of sight. I saw one, appar- 
ently about fifteen inches long, oy f entirely 
out of the water, his bright sides flashing in 

he sunlight, making the writer long for an 
opportunity to visit the 
some other occasion,”’ 
weight on a hook and 
+ “This is pond No. 1,’’ said Dr. Cary, 
“thisnext one is deeper water, and contains 
the older fish. My reason for the separation 
is this, in the first pond I have collected all 
the smal! ones, in the next one, about once a 
year, I transfer all the larger carp so that they 
may spawn without being molested by the 
small fish.” 

“How can a small fish molest a large one?”’ 
innocently asked the practical writer. 

‘You see,’ continued Dr Cary,” the carp, 
unlike many other fish, attach their eggs to 
sprigs of grass, water plants and other vegeta- 
ble matter instead of laying them in small ex- 
cavations, and for that reason I have left those 
shallow places out there where you see the 
vegetable growth appears above the water. 
Now, it is thought, and 1 believe it is true, 
that the young fish, in feeding about, will 
pick offthese eggs as they float supended from 
atwigg. For that reason I draw off this up- 
per pond, and place the larger fish into the 
deeper water in the pond below.”’ 

Passing through a bath-house containing a 
plunge-pool five feet deep, in which the doc- 
tor’s family, by the way, have all learned to 
swim, we came to the embankment that sep- 
arates the first two ponds; juston the exterior 
border and running along the whole length 
of the ponds is a ditch dug to the level of 

_ the bottom of the ponds, an iron pipe con- 
nects the ditch with the water, over the in- 
terior mouth of which is made a strainer 
which will arrest any fish an inch long, when 
the water is being drawn off. By nsing an 
iron rod a gate is turned and the flow begins, 
and the water being made deepest just 
around the mouth of the gate, the fish in- 
stead of laying in the mud a!l over the 
ground, are found when the water has been 
let off, to be congregated in a pool at the gate, 
where they are dippedup and _ propefly .as- 
sorted. 

'The rainfall upon the circumjacent hills 
is turned by terraces iuto the branch below 
sO tiat the embankments lave never been 
broken. 

Dr. Cary says his oldest carp are three years 
old, and some of them are two feet in length, 
weighing ten pounds. 

| asked the doctor if he thought carp rais- 
ing would ever become a common industry, 
or whether it would only remain a featfire of 
what our agricultural population termed 
“fancy farms.’’ 

“There is no reason,’’ he said, ‘‘why this 

will not become a general industry. Every 
farmer of any consequence in Germany has 
his carp pond, and we can raise them here as 
well as or better than in Europe They area 
hardy fish, and will scrape up a good subsist- 
ence where other fish could not thrive, while 
for table use I can say from experience that 
the shad cannot excel them. Taking in con- 
sideration the fact that the hatchings of 1879 
were\the first this side of the Rocky moun- 
tains,jand comparing the progress already 
made, I think the prospect is fair for soon see- 
ing thousands of Georgia farms supplied with 
the finest fish known.”’

REGULAR DAILY REPORT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS. 


A Joint Session of the Senators and Representatives 
Lasting Nearly ¢l11 Day, Results in the Elec. 
tion of a Supreme Court Judge and Sev- 
eral Superier Court Judges, Etc. 


There was no business beyond the election 
of judges transacted in the general assembly 
yesterday. Judge Samuel Hall, of Bilb, was 
elected judge of the supreme court for six 


years. 

The senate was called to order at 10 o’clock 
by President Boynton. After prayer the roll 
was called and the journal read. There was 
no business whatever transacted and ata 
quarter past ten the senate, in accordance 
with joint resolution, proceeded to the hall 
of the house to participate in the election of 
judges. 

The house met at 10 0’clock, Speaker Gar- 
rardin the chair. Prayer by the chaplain. 
The roll was omitted and the journal read. 
Mr. Key, of Jasper, offered a resolution that 
a committee of two be appointed tu whom 
shall be referred all bills and petitions on 
the subjectof temperance. Mr. TIringle, of 
Washington, offered a similar resolution pro- 
viding for three members from each con- 
gressional district. Both resolutions lay 
over one day under the rule. 

The hour for the joint session having ar- 
rived the senate appeared at the door of the 
house and was admitted. President Boyn- 
ton onta#ing the chair stated that the joint 
session was held for the purpose of electing 
a judge of the supreme court for the full 
term of six years, beginning January lst, 
1883. The joint resolution authorizing the 
session was read by Secretary Harris. Nom- 
inations was then inorder. Senator George 
nominated Judge A. M. Speer, of Spalding, 
the present incumbent. Seconded by Mr. 
Sweat, of Clinch. Senator Tutt nominated 
Judge Edward H. Pottle, of Warren. Sec- 
onded by Mr. Jordan, of Hancock. Senator 
Jones nominated Judge W. K. Moore, o 
Whitfield. Seconded by Mr. Fite, of Bartow. 
Senator Eakes nominated’ Judge Georgé N. 
Lester, of Fulton. Seconded by Mr. Ray, of 
Coweta. Mr. Bartlett, of Bibb, nominated 
Judge Samuel Hall, of Bibb. Seconded by 
Mr. DuPree, of Macon. The first ballot was 
ordered. The following was the vote:

The fifth ballot resulted: Hall 79, Speer 50, 
Lester 38, Vottle 24, Moore 19. No election, 
106 votes being necessary to a chaice. 

Before the sixth ballot Senator Tutt with- 
drew the name of Judge Pottle, and the bal- 
lot proceeded. 

At the close of the ballot Judge Hall had 
103, but changes began at once, and soon he 
passed the string. After all changes were 
recorded, Judge Hall had 119 votes, and was 
deciared elected for the term of six years on 
the supreme bench, beginning January Ist, 
1885. On motion the joint session was dis- 
solved until 3 o’clock, and the senate repair- 
ed to its own hall. The house then adjourn- 
ed to a quarter to 3. 

The senate met ata quarter to 3 and. after 
doing nothing adjourned to meet in the hall 
of the house to enter the election for judges. 
The house convened at a quarter to three and 
was called to order by Speaker Garrard. The 
judiciary committee reported in favor of 
electing a judge and solicitor in the North- 
eastern circuit. The minority of the commit- 
tee reported against the — election. 
The minority report was signed by 
Messrs. Gary, Bishop, Jordan, Bartlett, 
and Reese. Under the rule both reports lay 
over until to-morrow. Atthis time the sen- 
ate came to the door of the house to meet in 
joint session, and was admitted. 

The election for judges of the superior 
court was then begun. By the rule of the 
two houses, the circuit to be first ~voted for 
was drawn from abox which Speaker Gar- 
rard held, while President Boynton drew out 
the circuits. The Southern circuit was first 
drawn.. Senator Knight nominated Judge 
Hansell, who was elected without opposition. 

Next, by lot, came the Augusta circuit. 
Senator George nominated Mr. Carroll, of 
Richmond. Seconded by Mr. Payne, of 
Catoosa. 

Mr. Wright, of Washington, nominated 
Mr. Shewmake, of Richmond. Seconded by 
Mr. Eason, of Telfair. 

Senator Tutt nominated Mr. Roney, of Mc- 
Duffie. Seconded by Mr. Reese, of Wilkes.

arkable Case of Hlackmsil—An Adventuress’s 
Beld Me 


New York, November 6—Jessie Maillard is 
imprisoned in the Tombs, charged with per- 
jury, in swearing that her chiid, of which she 
alleges Joseph I. Levi, an importer of laces in 
New York, 18 the father, was alive in June, 
1881, when she had Levi arrested on a charge 
of bastardy. There are two sides to her story. 
One side, which has been widely published in 
New York, is ihbat she was an innocentschool- 
girl, who was first seduced by Mr. Levi, and 
subsequently abandoned without provision 
for herself or her child. The publication of 
this story attracted much sympathy for her, 
and. when she was first arrested, secured for 
her able counsel, and finally a discharge, be- 
cause, although she was committed by a po- 
lice magistrate, the district attorney refused 
t» permit her é¢ase to be considered by the 
grand jury. It appears that Mr. Frank Smith, 
a wealthy citizen of Georgia, seeing the a0 f 
in the newspapers, concluded that Jessie Mail- 
lard was being persecuted. He got Mr. F. B. 
Thurber togotothe district attorney and 
intercede for the girl, under the supp92sition 
that Miss Susan King, Mad. Demorset, Lillie 
Deveraux Blake and others had investigated 
the case and found the young woman to be 
the subject of persecution. Subsequently, 
however, the witnesses concluded that they 
had been mistaken, and went to the ‘district 
attorney to withdraw their request in her be- 
half. The young woman was then rearrested, 
and the story against her—which is told by 
Mr. Levi's lawyer, Mr. A. C. Palmer—pre- 
sents a picture of a blackmailing scheme that 
will put many wealthy men upon their 
gua:d, and, perhaps, make them a little more 
careful of their behavior with young women. 
Mr. Palmer’s narrative is as follows: 

‘“‘Mr. Levi first saw Jessie Maillard in his 
store, telling a pitiful tale to some of his 
clerks. He found out that she claimed to 
have been seduced by aman named Levi, 
who had deserted her. From a short conver- 
sation he concluded that the man she sought 
might be his own brother. He gave hera 
small sum of money and took her address, so 
he might call upon her and make further in- 
quiries. He aid callin the evening, and, af- 
ter a brief examination, was satisfied that the 
man sought was not his brother. He then 
rose to go, and found the door locked. The 
girl was young, pretty, apparently artless, 
and intimacy followed. He gave her money 
from time to time, but claimsto have kept 
up theintimacy butafew weeks. He has 
her letter showing that he was not the first 
man she had been intimate with. 

‘“‘He went to Europe in February, 1880: 
came back July 26, 1831; went to Europe in 
May, 1882, and returned lately. The girl 
claimed that her child was born in August, 
1880. He showed that he was not in the 
country at the time when she said he became 
the child’s father. She then said he had ¢om- 
pelled the premature birth of the child. She 
inundated his house and office with letters, 
some begging money, some threatening expo- 
sure, some warning him that he would be ar- 
rested. Finally he was arrested,gave bail,and. 
upon payment of asum of money, obtained a 

" written release from her. 

‘He shows by proof that the child which 
she says was his was buried September 18, 1831, 
and produces the burial certificate, and testi- 
mony of neighbors and others that it was the 
same child which she claimed was his. Then 
she averred that she had changed the chil- 
dren, and placed Levi’s child out to board. 
Yet her child was buried under his name, and 
from the house where she was arrested. She, 
however, had in her possession another child 
which she said was his, but she called it Jo- 
seph Allen Levi, and still another which 
she called Louis Heveline Levi. Butthere is 
ample proof that she got these children from 
baby-farmers in the city. Her advertisements 
for children have been traced, and _ the per- 
sons from whom she hired the children have 
been found. Detectives have been tracing the 
girl’s life from one disreputable house to an- 
other. It hasbeen learned that she adver- 
tised under various aliases. One was pub- 
lished in the Herald of December 26,1580,and 
was as follows: 

‘**Miss Levi gives magnetic treatment to re- 
fined parties. No triflers admitted. 1380 Third 
avenue, second floor.’ 

Another advertisement was the following: 

“*Young American Jewish girl, highly 
magnetic, gives creatment at her residence to 
refined parties. Call on Myers, 1580 Third 
avenue.’ 

‘We can show that she has gone by the 
names ot J. KE. Winters, Levi, Myers, Dubois, 
Brinkerhoff and other aliases; that she has 
made it a business to inveigle men of wealth; 
that she was a very well-known girl in dis- 
reputable places. She heard that Mr. Levi 
was about to be married, and she began to 
shower threatening letters upon him. He 
has been afraid that she would throw vitriol 
or de something desperate. He hds offered to 
buy her off again, but she swears that he 
shall not get married, and finally her threats 
became so violent that he was compelled to 
have her arrested.’’ 

The case seems likely to expose a form of 
black-mail which has recently been intro- 
duced into New York. Men of wealth are 
led into temptation, and before they are 
aware ofthe risks. they have run they are 
bled by black-mailers as long as they will 
stand it.g 
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THE LAW OF LIBEL. 


Decision Affect'ng tho Rights of Newspapers us to 
Privileged Publealions. 


Detroit, Micu., November 6.—<An interest- 
ing and important libel suit terminatedin the 
superior court to-day, after a two weeks’ trial. 
Two vears ago Hugh 8. Peoples was charged 
by the Post and Tribune with haying guilty 


knowledge of the murder of a girl wit whom | 


letters and other evidence showed he had been 
very intimate, if not on actually criminal 
terms. The charge was made in a long article, 
giving details of the evidence then being ac- 
cumulated by the police authorities in en- 
deavoring to ascertain who was guilty of 
the murder of the girl, whose body, tied 
up in a sack, was found floating in the 
Detroit riverin March, 1879. The defense 
justified and claimed the article was a_privi- 
leged one, being written inthe public inter- 
est for the purpose of fereting out the authors 
of the murder. Peoples was subsequently ar- 
rested and tried, but acquitted, the charge 
not being proved beyond a reasonable: doubt. 
He then brought suit for libel, claiming $50- 
O30 damages. The jury this morning, after a 
half hour’s absence, returaed a verdict in fa- 
vor of defendant, holding, first, that the ar- 
ticle complained of was a privileged one; sec- 
ond, that the preponderance of the testimony 
submitted by the defense sustained the 
charge that Peoples had guilty 
knowledge of the taking offof the unfor- 
tunate girl. The case has excited great in- 
erest in this commnnity. |

A POLITICAL CONVULSION. 

The success of the democratic party in all 
parts of the country last Tuesday gathers 
fresh importance as the ‘‘back counties,”’ so 
to speak, are heard from. It is something 
more tlian what is usually called a sweeping 
victory; it is something more, indeed, than a

Their condemnation of 
the coalition is more than emphatic—it is ve- 
hement, and, having once made the experi- 
ment, itis not likely they will ever swing 
back in such dangerous proximity to repub- 
licanism. 

It is worthy of remark that the most im- 
portant gains have occurred at the north, and 
in republican strongholds, and these gains 
have been in such a direction and of such 

nt that it is impossible to explain them 
\theory that they are 

the res = Ss republican _ re- 
volt against republican’ bosses. The 
changes that have been made in the political 
complexion of the lower house of congress, 
for instance, can not be explained upon this 
theory, and there are various other aspects of 
the convulsion to which it cannot be reason- 
ably applied. It is a very convenient theory 
for the republican, but we are convinced that 
if the democrats will do their plain duty and 
institute such reform asthe necessities of the 
times seem to call for, the corrupt republican 
organization will never recover from the blow 
dealt by the voters of the country last Tuesday. 

The result in ali parts of the country shows 
deep-seated dissatisfaction with the corrupt 
methods employed by the republican party to 
perpetuate its hold upon the offices of the 
country. Behind and below allthe clamor

If the meaning 
of ‘‘bossism”’ can be so stretched as to cover 
these things—so simplified as to signify the 
very essence of republicanism itself—then 
we are willing to accept the term as embody- 
ing a complete explanation of the result of 
Tuesday’s election. 

But, whatever explanation is made or ac- 
cepted, it is to be borne in mind that new and 
important responsibilities have been thrust 
upon the democratic party. They are re- 
sponsibilities to which it has aspired, and we 
believe that it is the only organization capa- 
ble of leading the country out of the fog and 
mire of corruption in which it has been left 
by republicanism. —__ toe: 

THE RESULT IN GEORGIA. 

The recent election in this state has demorr- 
strated the fact that the republican party has 
lost the complete control of the colored vote. 
Iu is true that four-fifths of the votes polled 
for the republicans in the congressional elec 
tion were cast by colored voters, but the 
smail yote shows their indifference. The 
colored man is not easily handled by the 


present republican method; which is to dis- 
tribute money among the leaders and expect 
the colored men to follow these leaders. If 
money is to be used to control their vote 
they naturally expect to get some of it, and 
when they fail to get it they will not take the 
interest in these elections that the paid leaders 
expect them to take. 

The republican party has inaugurated a 
scheme in their political campaigns that is 
calculated to corrupt the voters. They open- 
ly and_publicly collect a fund from the office- 
holders, to be used for the purpose of keeping 
their party in power.

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POPE BARROVVF. 


His Speech at the Capitel Last Nigit and the Good 
Things He Said. 

At the reception given Hon. Pope Barrow at 
the capitol last night, every chair on the floor 
was taken and many members who could not 
obtain them stood up to hear what the speak- 
er had to say. The galleries were filled with 
ladies and gentlemen, and during the entire 
hour of the speech the most marked atten- 
tion was paid tc the remarks of Mr. Barrow. 
He was introduced by Senator Fleming Du- 
Bignon in a most compli 
men ary manner. He, | appeared 
amid astorm of applause and his first re- 
marks constituted an eloquent tribute to the 
memory ofSenator Hill. He then turned 
his attention to the present state of politics 
and the needs of the hour, declaring that the 
danger of the country wasin the oe ee nage 
of the republican party. Its methods are 
corrupt and their success would tend to the 
Reasndiations of public morais. The Jay Hub- 
bell fund and the methods of its collection’ 
the purposes to which it was devoted were 
owartally exposed, and in concluding 
his remarks on this line, Mr. 
Barrow said: “No wonder we look 
for a political savior to come with the scourge 
in his hand to drive these money changers 
from the templeof liberty. [Greatapplause. | 
He then referred to the unscrupulous dona- 
tions of public lands to railroad corporations., 
These lands were common property, and when 
the rich corporations offered them to the poor 
emigrant they were really selling him what 
was already his own property. One of these 
roads had enough such lands tw build its line 
and have two million dollars left. The Lou- 
isiana outrage was fully discussed and elo- 
quently denounced as the boldest stroke ever 
made at the liberty of the 
people. The republican party hasa scheme 
by which a large revenue collected from one 
part of the country are paid to another. [Ap- 
plause.] One-half of the revenue of the tar- 
iff comes out of the necessities of life and the 
south pays the bulk of it. Out of the two 
hundred and fifty millions of your cotton 
crop sixty millions is taken as tax. Some 
would have you believe this is now the best 
policy for us. But the truthis that New En 
gland has made its money not out of New 
England but out of the south and west. Goods 
can be made in the south toa profit without 
protection, and they cannot, in New En- 
gland.
